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Hereas it hath pleaſed His Maieſtie, by His 
Proclamation bearing date the xv. day of May 1609.to publiſh His pleaſure 
rouching the ordinary Poſts of this Kealme, tor the orderly carrying of Ler- 
ters and Packets to, and trom the parts beyond the Seas, intending thereby 
the generall quietof His Realme, the aduincement of His owne Scruice, 
and the Jawtull Tratique of all honelt Merchants, forbiddingallo all others 
whatſocuer, to entermeddle therewithall, nor hauing ſpeciall and ſufficicar 
Warrant, as in, and by the faid Proclamation vnder His Maieſties owne 
hand more ar large appeareth; which notwithſtanding, ſundry diſauowed 

perſons, elpecially of late times, doe come trom torraineparts without Au- 
thoritie, and contrary to the Entercourle, ou vied, and doe {till continuelecretly, and fufpicioully to take 
vp,and conuey Letters and Packets, to the manitelt hinderance of His Maicſties Seruice ; which by their 
mcanes [ycth open to all kinde of fecret and dangerous practiſes, theapparant wrong of His Maieſties Of- 
ficer, (who hath taken great paines in {crling the buſineſle with molt conucnicncie for His Highneſle Ser- 
uice) and the diſturbance of thefaid ordinary Polts in performing their dueties; the ſpecialldetault where- 
of,is found to grow through the want of duc regard in thoſe ro whom the fame was recommended. For 
redrefſe whereof in time tocome, and fora further intimation of His Maielties pleaſure, Wehaue thoughr 
irmoſt expedient (according to His Maieſtics commandement) on His behalte,and in His Name, hereby to 
torbid all ſuch diſauowed perſons, the gathering vp, and carrying of any Lettersor Packets hereafter,or any 
way directly, or indire&ly, tointrude themſclues in any ſuch imployment ; and likewile to forewarne all | 
Merchants and others, as they tender His Maiclties Seruice, and their owne Jawtull Tratique and quiet, 
That they doe duely obſcruc and performe thetenour of the faid Proclamation. To whichend, Wee doe 
by theſe preſents authorize Our welbcloucd Mathew de Queftzr , Polt-Maſter for forraine Seruice,vnder His 
Maieſtics Polt-Maſler generall of England, to ſeaze, enquire out, and apprehend all ſuch bufic diſauowed 
perſons,as are not appointed and allowed of by the Polt-Maſters reciproquely, or by other ſufficient autho- 
ritic,and them ſo apprehended, to ſtay, and commir ouer tothe next Magiltrates of the place, andall his, or 
their Letters,to ſeaze,and bring vnto Vs,or any of Vs,or any of His Maiclties Priuic Councell,thar after view, 
and conſideration had of them, ſuch furcher order may be taken with the parties offending, as ſhall be found 
expedient according tothe intent of His Maielties faid Proclamation hereunto annexed. And for theber- 
rer performance of His Maicſties pleaſure herein, Weedoc hereby ſtraightly require and commandall His 
Maieſties Officers whom it may concerne, That they, and cuery of them be ayding and aflitting vnto the faid 
Mathew de Quefter, in the execution of this Seruice,as they will an{werethe contrary.
